In  the  1958  season  the  Blue 
Comet  football  team  experi- 
enced the  most  successful  season 
in  the  history  of  the  school.  The 
Comets,  living  up  to  their  name, 
ripped  through  twelve  straight 
opponents  and  ended  the  season 
with  a  spotless  12-0  record.  It 
marked  the  first  time  in  history 
that  an  Asheboro  High  School 
team  has  ever  compiled  an  un- 
defeated season  on  the  gridiron.

The  "fighting  Comets"  had  a  season  total  of  4,317  yards 
gained  to  1,426  for  their  foes  for  another  new  record.  In 
addition  to  this,  they  had  156  first  downs,  3,334  yards  rush- 
ing, 983  yards  passing,  53  passes  completed  out  of  112  at- 
tempts, and  they  punted  for  an  average  of  39  yards  per 
kick.  In  comparison,  opposing  teams  had  only  84  first 
downs,  903  yards  rushing,  523  yards  passing,  49  completed 
passes  out  of  135  attempts,  and  a  punting  average  of  28 
yards  per  kick.  Coach  Lee  Stone  and  his  players  have  ac- 
credited the  winning  season  to  an  unbeatable  combination 
of  spirit,  hustle,  determination,  and  good  sportsmanship. 
During  the  season  the  team  produced  many  stars,  but  the 
combination  of  a  well-rounded  eleven  man  team  proved  to 
be  the  strongest  link  in  their  chain  of  victories.  The  forward 


wall  of  the  Comet  defense  was  led  by  All-American  David 
Dalton.  Ronald  Henson  and  Billy  Baird  performed  well  at 
the  end  positions.  Tony  Brantley,  Bunny  Bowman,  and 
Merle  Lemons  controlled  the  middle  of  the  line.  They  were 
followed  by  David  Dalton  and  "Quacky"  Johnson  as  line- 
backers. Bob  Fritz,  Mark  Leggett,  and  Roland  Ashbum 
composed  the  defensive  backfield.
